It was truly 
a crisis in his life, and he must 
win. He had never met such an| 
experience, Of course it was a 
great trial to him. 

At the dinner table he ate but 
a few bites of food. His heart 
was heavy.

The text does not only teach 
us to walk in love as suits us, 
but walk in iove as Christ also 
hath loved us. Now Ohrist’s 
love was so great for us that He 
walked in many unpleasant and 
dangerous places. He walked 
up into the wilderness and was 
tempted of the devil forty days, 
in fasting, alone with no com- 
forting words, no calls to come 
to a bountifully spread table, no 
invitations to a comfortable bed. 
(The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air have nests; but 
the Son of man hath not where 
tolay hishead. Mat. 8:20.) He 
walked in love through all this 
for us. 

Then He walked down the 
shore of Galilee with such love 
that He called men of low 
standing to be His friends and 
promised them great reward for 
their service. He walked up into 
a mountain and there prayed and 
agonized with God all night be- 
fore selecting the twelve apostles, 
Surely it was a long, lonesome 
night, but His love demanded 
such sacrifices. 

If Jesus was so careful to go to 
God in prayer before performing 
His work, how much more should 
we take all things to God in 
prayer, lest we do something out 
of order and offend our brethren 
or bring reproach that may not 
‘only be hurtful to them, but may 
terminate in the loss of cur own 
soul. lL am sure we should con- 
sider well everything we do and 
see if it will be in harmony with 
God’s will and pleasing to the 
brethren. We may think our

If a man desires a wife he will 
do well to go to God in prayer.
